Between 1 January and the middle of March, the number of fara workers' • 
oooperativee in Jugoslavia doubled. On 20 March there were over 2,500 
cooperatives , any by the end of Mir oh 3»0*6 farm workers' cooperatives 
had hedn registered. During the first months of 19*9, about 2,000 new 
oooperativee were famed, 

taring .the first 10 days of April, 500 cooperatives were founded. 

On 20 April the total reached 3*708 farm workers : cooperatives, and by the end 
of April, 4,197 had been registered in Yugoslavia. As many cooperative* were 
formed during April alone ae had been founded by the end of 19*9.

Fifteen duye later 
there were 227 more, and 20 days' later , another 121 had been formed. In 
Croatia 620 hod been registered as of 20 March, and by ih® end of April the 
number had doubled. In Slovenia over 100 cooperatives were tahned between 
10 and 30 April, and about 100 were formed in Bosnia and Hercegovina during the 
same period. Ih Macedonia there were 353 cooperatives on 20 March, and 712 
had been registered by the end of April, an increase of over 100 percent daring 
ho days: ' In' Montenegro, the npaber of new cooperatives registered during this 
period was three tlmas the nuiaber of existing cooperatives, a rise from 50 far® 
workers * cooperatives on 20 March to 2lh by the end of April . 
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
